now in service.

Gibson Power Staions’s 
first 
unit 
was 
placed 
into 
com ­ 
mercial operation early Wed­ 
nesday morning at its rated 
output of 650,OOO kilowatts. The 
output 
will 
be fed into 
the 
utility’s system which serves 69 
of Indiana’s 92 counties and 
nearly a half-million custom ers. 
The plant has been under 
co n s tru c tio n 
since 
1970 
in 
Gibson County about IO miles 
west of Princeton along the 
W abash 
R iv er. 
When fully 
completed in 1979, the power 
plant will have a generating 
ca p a b ility 
of 
2.6 
m illion 
k ilo w a tts an d co n tain 
four 
650,000 kilowatt units. 
Water for use in the steam- 
powered generating station will 
be circulated from a nearly 
3,000-acre lake adjacent to the 
plant — the largest body of 
water in southwestern Indiana. 
There 
will be little 
or 
no 
eco lo g ical im p a c t 
on 
the 
Wabash River, which will be 
used only to m ake up minimal 
am ounts of w ater lost through 
evaporation. 
The plant contains the latest 
dust rem oval equipment and 
currently m eets all state and 
fe d e ra l 
a ir 
pollution 
requirem ents. 
Coal consumption for the first 
unit is estim ated to be about 270 
tons per hour, or about 
1.8 
million tons annually. When the 
second unit is completed next 
year som e 3.6 million tons of 
coal will be burned each year. 
Public Service Indiana, a c ­ 
cording to Maurice Colvin, plant 
m anager, is expecting to have 
units three and four operational 
in 1978 and 1979 respectively.

As events in Indochina am ply dem onstrate, the most 
pitiable victim esof war are the refugees — persons 
uprooted, som etim es perm anently, from their homes. 
Americans have responded generously to pleas to aid the 
new refugees, and it is altogether fitting that they should 
do so. For if the United States is “a nation of im ­ 
m igrants,” as John F. Kennedy wrote, it is also a nation of 
refugees and their descendants. 


Many of the earliest settlers in Am erica w ere refugees 
from religious persecution in England. E ver since then, 
this country has opened its doors to the persecuted and 
homeless of other lands, as it is now doing in the case of 
the Vietnam ese orphans. 


Concern for the plight of refugees rem ained strong even 
after the adoption of restrictive im m igrantion legislation 
in 1921. In 1948, for exam ple, Congress passed the 
Displaced Persons Act to adm it more than 400,000 
European refugees in addition to annual quota im ­ 
migration. Another 189,967 refugees were adm itted under 
the term s of the Refugee Act of 1953. 


Nearly 200,000 refugees fled Hungary after the Soviet 
Union crushed the shortlived revolution there in 1956. 
Around 38,000 were adm itted to the United States, the 
largest num ber resettled in anyone of the 42 countries that 
accepted the refugees. In the 1960s, thousands of anti- 
Castro Cubans crossed the S traits of Florida by plane or 
boat to further augm ent the U.S. refugee population. 


From tim e to time, fears have been expressed that 
refugees will become a 
public burden because of 
inadequate job skills and unfam iliarity with the English 
language and American custom s. But refugees have 
adapted them selves to Am erican life with surprising 
ease, for the most part. They have proved them selves to 
be hard workers with little taste for living on welfare. 


Refugees have enriched Am erican culture beyond 
m easure. In the period of reaction that followed the 
revolutions of 1848 in various European nations, there was 
an exodus to the United States of a num erically sm all but 
prominent group of Euopean intellectuals who were 
destined to m ake im portant contributions to their adopted 
country. Sim iliarly, the intellectuals who fled to this 
country from Nazi Germ any in the 1930s included such a 
towering figure as Albert Einstein.

legislative service, Bowen was a 
staunch supporter of amending 
the C onstitution to perm it 
succession to the top executive 
job, and might well be the first 
to benefit from the change. 
However, how to read the 
phraseology might give courts 
some

punctuation, do you drop down 
to the second part, substituting 
“nor shall” for the first “shall,” 
or must you include “during the 
term for which he may have 
been elected?”

Senator Eldon F. Lundquist 
has been mentioned as the 
leading contender to be named

R enner. 
Lundquist is believed to have 
the backing of Governor Otis R. 
Bowen. However, the president 
is named by a State Board of 
T ru stees 
nam ed 
by 
the 
Governor, and Bowen is not 


expected to take an active role 
in the selection. 
Lundquist served in the House 
from 1961 to 1964, with Ivy Tech 
created by the 1963 legislature. 
He has served in the Senate 
since 
1965 
and 
is 
on 
the 
Education 
Committee. 
Lund­ 
quist is a form er chairm an of 
the 
Board 
of 
T rustees 
of 
IvyTech. 
Trying to check on how the 
courts would in trep ret the 
constitutional ban, the first case 
mentioned was that of the late 
S enator E ugene B ainbridge, 
father of the present House 
speaker. He served in the State 
Senate from 1953 to 1961, taking 
part in the merging of several 
state agencies into a newly 
c re a te d 
D epartm ent 
of 
Administration. 
Bainbridge resigned from the 
legislature near the end of his 
term , and was appointed the 
first 
C om m issioner 
of 
A dm inistration 
by

Governor Matthew Welsh. Since 
he resigned, his appointment 
was made “during the term for

have been 
elected,” and courts held him 
ineligible for the job. 
A favorite practice of most 
Governors is to nam e former

responsibility. T herefore, I 
sought

appointm ents 
which might apply. 
Joseph Cloud is a former 
leg islato r, 
heading 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
N atural 
Resources. Many activities such 
as C onservation and State 
Parks were consolidated into 
the new departm ent by action of 
the 1965 session. Cloud, who has 
been a good adm inistrator of the 
far 
reaching 
d ep artm en t, 
served in the legislature from 
1961 to 1964, and again from 
1967-72. He was not a member of 
the 
1965 session which 
had 
created the job he now holds. 
Only 22 Republicans served on 
the 1965 session, a year of 
Democratic control. Joe Rhodes 
of Centerville had resigned from 
the General Assembly with half 
of the four year term remaining. 
Cloud sought the seat for the last 
two years, suffering one of the 
few defeats he experienced at

McDaniel, but returned to his 
House seat for the 1967 session. 
A logical interpretation of the 
Constitution would be to sub­ 


stitute the “nor shall” for the

been elected.” If so, it would 
take Lundquist out of contention 
for the IvyTech presidency.

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God Grants The Covenant 


To Moses And The Jews 


By ELISH A DOUGLASS 
Today, in our continuing 
review 
of 
Old 
T estam ent 
themes, we study what is by far 
the most basic and important of 
th e se -th e g ran tin g 
of 
the 
covenant 
by 
God 
to 
the 
Israelites and the stipulation 
that they must abide by the Ten 
Commandments. For the Jews 
the covenant was a revelation of 
their purpose in history. For 
C hristians it is the initial 
statem ent of God’s love for all 
mankind which was renewed 
and clarified in Jesus Christ. 
The Covenant Offered 
In the first passage in the 
lesson the Lord speaks to Moses 
on the mountain and tells him 
that God will m ake the Jews 
“my own possession among all 
peoples” if they will “obey my

voice and keep my covenant.” 
Did this mean that the Lord 
would ignore the rest of the 
human race? The passage has 
sometimes been interpreted in 
this manner. But the statement 
which follows, “you shall be to 
me a kingdom of priests and a 
holy nation,” suggests that the 
Jew s’ purpose in history was to 
carry the revelation of God to 
the rest of the world. The Book 
of Jonah, as we saw several 
confirm s 
this 
the Jews as a 
nation. 
The 
n arra tiv e 
stresses 
God’s 
reproach to Jonah because he 
would not participate in this 
function. 
The second part of our lesson 
com prises 
the 
Ten 
Com­ 
m andm ents, which are the 
stipulations of the covenant the 
Jews must abide by. There has 
been a tremendous amount of 
scholarly writing devoted to the 
origin 
and 
meaning 
of 
the 
Decalogue, and this literature 
has 
aroused 
continuing 
disagreements. Suffice it to say 
here 
that 
the 
Ten 
Com­ 
mandments were not intended 
to be a comprehensive code of 
laws 
but 
were designed 
to I 


illustrate what should be proper 
relationships between God and 
man and between man and man. 
Relations With God 
The first five commandments 
concern the person of God-His 
nature, nam e, day, and claim. 
At the outset the Lord identifies 
Himself as the heavenly power 
which brought the Jews out of 
Egypt. Such an identification 
would 
be 
readily 
un­ 
derstandable to a people keenly 
aw are 
of 
a 
m iraculous 
deliv eran ce. 
The 
second 
com m andm ent prohibits the 
creation of graven images. The 
thought here is that the Lord is 
so great, powerful, and above 
all unique, that any 
image 
would 
be 
a 
cheapening 
m isrepresentation 
The injunction against using 
the Lord’s name in vain refers 
to a conviction widely shared 
among ancient peoples that the 
names of divine beings were 
•secret code words. Humans who 
discovered the words and used 
them could to some degree 
make the gods concerned do 
their bidding. The Lord here 
tells the Jews His name, but 
warns them not to use it for self- 
seeking purposes in the m anner 
of the current pagan super­ 
stitions. 
The command to observe the 
Sabbath is an order always to 
remember the Lord’s work of 
creation and the covenant with 
the Jews. The Christian Sunday 
is a first-day rather than a 
seventh-day observance and is 
designed first and foremost to 
be a continuing memorial to 
Christ’s resurrection on the first 
Easter. But insofar as it also 
celebrates the new covenant, 
Sunday is directly related to the 
Sabbath. 
Relations DI Man W ith Man 
The 
rem aining 
six 
com ­ 
mandments concern relations 
within the family and within 
what we would call civil society. 
The 
Fifth 
Com m andm ent 
(honoring of parents), and the 
Seventh 
(prohibition 
of 
ad u ltery ), are designed to 
maintain the integrity of the 
family. The injunctions against 
stealing, killing, false witness, 
and covetousness govern m an’s 
relations with his fellows. 
It is remakable how much of 
our faith and morality is bound 
up in this brief code duping

down to us from ancient times. 
(Just as all the manifold colors of 
the spectrum are mixtures of 
only three prim ary colors-red, 
yellow, and blue- so a great 
deal of our complex body of 
legal and moral sanctions is 
made up 
of 
changing

figurations of the prim ary in­ 
junctions 
in 
the 
Ten 
Com­ 
mandments. One virtue, which 
went far to fulfill the ancient 
Decalogue, was supplied by 
Jesus and was a key element of 
the new covenant: “Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself.”

schools 
guilty of racial segregation and 
requiring predominantly white 
suburban schools to participate 
in a desegregation program. 


However, a federal appeals 
court overturned a portion of 
the ruling bringing suburban 
schools 
into the case. 
The 
appeals court removed from 
the suit all suburban schools 
outside Marion County. 


Federal Judge S. Hugh Dillin, 
who has presided since the 
start of the long-running case, 
was told by the court to decide 
the status of suburban school 
systems inside Marion County, 
which 
also 
contains 
In­ 
dianapolis. 


Dillin conducted a hearing in 
March, then asked for briefs. 
The Justice Department brief 
Wednesday reaffirmed the go­ 
vernment’s 
prior 
contention 
that not all suburban districts 
need be part of the desegrega­ 
tion plan. 
Justice Department attorneys 
said they reached this conclu­ 
sion after reviewing a similar 
case involving Detroit schools.

The spring of 1863 opened with 
the prospect of being a season of 
inactivity for the Union Army of 
th e 
C u m b e rla n d . 
G en e ra l 
B r a g g ’s 
re b e ls 
w ere 
c o m ­ 
fortably ensconed in a strong, 
natural position in the m oun­ 
tains of Tennessee that was 
n ea rly 
im p re g n a b le . 
Union 
G en e ra l R o s e n c ra n s sought 
some 
advantage 
that 
would 
force Bragg from this position to 
another which was not so easily 
defended. 
He thought he saw a way to 
g ra s p this a d v a n ta g e w hen 
Colonol A D. Streight of the 
fifty-first 
Indiana 
Volunteers 
cam e to his headquarters with a 
plan 
for 
taking 
a 
mounted 
brigade into the m ountains to 
destroy 
the 
railroads 
which 
brought supplies to Bragg in his 
mountain fortress. 
R o s e n c ra n s 
im m e d ia te ly 
ordered Streight to quip an 
independent provisional brigade 
co m p o sed of the fifty -first 
In d ia n a , 
the 
s e v e n ty -th ird 
Indiana and a com pany each 
from Ohio, Illinois and Middle 
Tennessee. Working night and 
day Streight assem bled needed 
equipment at Nashville but was 
told he would have to travel by 
river to P alm yra Tennessee to 
receive his mounts. 
Instead of the horses Colonel 
S tre ig h t w as e x p e ctin g , he 
found that some officer who 
knew little of anim als had o r­ 
dered 
his 
men 
mounted 
on 
mules. Mules, he said, w ere no 
m ore tiring to ride, would be 
m o re 
s u re 
footed 
in 
the 
mountainous terrain and fur­ 
therm ore 
would 
deprive 
the 
rebellious Tennessee farm ers of 
anim als with which to do their 
farm ing - thus lessening Johnny 
R eb’s food supply. 
In his official report Colonel 
S tre ig h t d e s c rib e s th em as 
“wild, unbroken colts, m any of 
them but two years old. A large 
num ber of them 
had 
horse 
distem per. Some forty or fifty 
were too near dead to travel and 
had to be left at the landing 
Some ten or twelve others died 
before we started .” 
It was necessary to spend two 
days “ greenbreaking” the wild 
and unm anagable beasts. One 
m an described this as “ an in­ 
teresting cerem ony during the 
perform ance of which . . 
we 
were dismounted frequently in a 
m ost 
und ig n ified 
a n d 
un- 
cermonious m anner. Witnesses 
might have supposed we w ere a 
com pany of trained tum blers 
exercising our profession for 
am usem ent unless they got near 
enough to see the bruised heads 
and sprained lim bs.” 
But the foot soldiers, tired of 
slogging th ro u g h th e m ud, 
decided a poor mount was better 
than no mount at all and left 
Palm yra riding their shaggy 
mules. 
The 
stubborn 
beasts 
would go only at their own pace, 
often refusing to go at 
all, 
s ta m p e d e d at the slig h test 
excuse, and brayed so loudly 
and hideously it would have 
been impossible to surprise any 
arm ed force within miles of the 
brigade. 
They 
were 
stranded 
tem ­ 
porarily at Eastport Tennessee 
when a stam pede, thought to 
have been caused by guerillas, 
cost them 400 mounts. They 
wasted two days trying to round 
up their beasts. “Some of the 
mules took advantage of the 
delay and died.” Streight was 
forced to cut his force to 1,500 
men by eliminating men who 
were as unfit as some of the 
mules. On they m arched leaving 
exhausted and dying mules all 
along the route. Many of the 
re m a in in g 
m en 
w ere 
now 
slogging through the mud and 
hoping to confiscate a mount 
from some hapless farm er. 
On April thirtieth they had 
their first encounter with the 
enemy. General Nathan Bed 
ford Forrest cut away from 
General Roddy’s forces to find

out what these crazy Yankees 
were up to. The first clash oc­ 
curred in a mountain pass with 
Streight’s men the victors. They 
m anaged 
to capture two of 
F o rrest’s pieces of artillery in 
what is officially called the 
Battle of Day Gap. 
For the next two days and 
nights F o rre s t’s men harried 
them constantly allowing them 
no rest. All the advantage lay 
with F orrest who was in his own 
territory. His men knew every 
road and by-path. Time after 
time Streight fought off a m ­ 
b u sh e rs. 
When 
the 
ro ad s 
becam e 
im passable, 
Streight 
piked and destroyed the guns he 
had 
captured 
from 
Forrest, 
fired his own wagons, loaded his 
supplies 
on 
the 
mules 
and 
forged doggedly ahead. 
Following the Cossa 
River 
through the mountains, the men 
hoped 
to 
delay 
Forrest 
by 
burning a bridge over this river 
at a spot where it was deep and 
unfordable. However a young 
rebel girl nam ed E m m a San- 
some showed Forrest a nearby 
ford and the hoped for delay did 
not m aterialize. 
Coming to the Chattanooga 
River Streight found his own 
path blocked by rebels who had 
destroyed 
the ferry. 
It 
was 
necessary to go seven miles 
upstream to find a crossing 
place. 
Meanwhile a 
Captain 
Russel who had been sent ahead 
to reconnoiter cam e back to 
report that Rome, Georgia, the 
point they had hoped to strike 
the 
r a il r o a d , 
w as 
h eavily 
guarded. 
Though his situation was now 
desperate, Streight paused to 
dcs^ro^^^h^^^Uourv^^Mountairi 


Iron Works. This iron works 
m ade ordanance for the rebel 
a r m y 
a n d 
w as 
the 
only 
significant thing Streight had 
been able to destroy. Shortly 
thereafter Forrest struck again. 
Many of Streight’s men w ere so 
exhausted that one observer 
reported they actually went to 
sleep in the middle of the battle. 
Forrest sent men under a flag 
of truce to dem and Streight’s 
s u r re n d e r . 
While 
S tre ig h t 
conferred with his officers as to 
whether or not they would m eet 
the dem and, Forrest m arched 
the sam e men back and forth 
a c ro s s 
the m o u n ta in 
pass. 
Streight could not see the men 
were doubling back to m arch 
by again and thought he was 
h o p elessly o u tn u m b e red . He 
decided to surrender. 
Streight and his men were 
sent to Libby Prison. On the way 
there his men were stripped of 
boots, blankets and any other 
article needed by their captors. 
Streight 
reported 
that 
even 
medical supplies Forrest had 
allowed them to keep 
were 
taken from them. 
After several months in prison 
Streight and several of his of­ 
ficers m anaged to escape and 
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m ake their way north. Here he 
wrote in an official report, “ In 
reviewing the history of this ill* 
fated expedition, 
I am con­ 
vinced that had we been fur­ 
nished at Nashville with 800 
good horses instead of poor, 
young mules, we would have 
been successful in spite of all 
other draw backs. 
A fter 
the 
w a r 
S tre ig h t 
returned to Indianapolis where 
he set up a publishing house at 
the 
N o rth -E a s t 
c o rn e r 
of 
W ashington 
an d 
M erid ian 
Streets. One of the books he 
p u b lish ed w as c a lle d 
TH E 
P R IS O N E R O F WAR AND 
HOW TREA TED This was an 
account by one of his own m en of 
their raid and im prisonm ent 
nd eventual escape.
